THE TORPEDO 
STATION. 


The result of tho naval torpedo institution 


which has boeu in operation at Newport for 
about six years, seems to be a polo 
with a 


tank of powder at the end of it. 
This polo 


is suspended from tho sides of a vessel by 
guys and other rigging—tho pole being in 
position, the vessel to -which it is attached 
seeks to poke it under the enemy's bottom. 
Vi'uuii iho eud 01 the pole is thought, Lo be 
iu proper position, the powder in the tank is 
fired by electricity, and the enemy is expect- 
ed to bo blown up. Tho trials with this con- 
trivance during the late naval review, show 
that two things are necessary in order that 
it may act as intended : First, the pole must 
not bo carried away 
either by motion 


through the water or by the enemy's pro- 
jectiles, before the powder sack is in tho de- 
sired position under his bottom, and second 
tho enemy must kindly remain quiet while 
ho is being blown up. 


The pole apparatus has at all events had 


its power fully developed—what this power 
really is, naval men have already seen from 
the experiments of firing thorn under a raft 
at tho naval review. 
No wonder tho 


admiral, in his annual rawmc for tho guid- 
ance of tho Secretary of the Navy, regrets 


1 "lo say tlmt there is not so much interest 
displayed in the torpedo question in our 
navy as its importance deserves." Do dis- 
poses of the ilsh (Whitehcad),

Harvey torpedoes by saying: 
"With an 


understanding of tho subject and a vessel of 
equal speed, any commander could elude or 
destroy either of the torpedoes mentioned."

First, wash the 
hog well with soapsuds: then to ouo pint of 
lard whilo hot add one ounce of carbolic acid 
stirring it until cold. l!ub tlie liog two or 
three times with this, and give yourself no 
uneasiness about the mange.—|American 
Farm Journal.
